Relieved to be the reason.

thought that If men and women real 
1y understood the Importance of se- 
curing the amendment, there would 
be no lack of Interest. 
It Is for the 


purpose of providing this Information 
and arousing this Interest that tills 
circular has been Issued. 
The sub- 


stance of It follows and It Is worth 
•while the time of every man and wo- 
man to read. 


The Amendment 
The following proposed amendment 


to the Constitution of Wisconsin was 
agreed to by the legislatures of lofl'J 
and 1901. 
Chapter 258. laws of 1901 


Trovidcs that the amendment shall 
be submitted to a vote of the people 
of the state at the next general elec 
tlon. In November, 1902. 
"Provisions of amendment. 
Sec- 


tion 1. 
Tho supervision of public 


Instruction shall be vested In a state 
superintendent and 
such other of 


fleers as the legislature shall direct; 
and their qualifications, powers, dut 
les. and compenscatlon shall be pres- 
cribed by law. 
The state superln 


tendent shall be chosen by the quail 
fled electors of the state at the same 
time and In the same manner 
as 


members of the supreme court, am 
shall hold his office for four years 
from the succeeding first Monday In 
July. The state superintendent cnos 
en at tho general election In Novem 
ber 1902. shall hold and continue in 
his office until tho first Montlay In 
July 1903. and his successor shall be 
chosen at the judlojal election ta 
April. 1905. 
The term of 
office, 


time and manner of electing or ap- 
pointing all other officers of super- 
vision of public Instruction shall be 
.fixed by law." 
Importance of the 
Office 
The proper administration of 
the 


office affects the Interests of near y 
a half million pupils In the public 
schools. 
Tho state superintendent 


comes Into official relations 
with 


more than 20.000 school officers and 
•with the 13,000 teachers of the com- 
mon schools. 
He passes upon the 


qualifications of the 
TOO high school 


teachers, and of the 7r,0 teachers In 
the state graded schools. 
The pro- 


per discharge of his duties Cecily 
affects the character of work done 
In the schools of tho state, for the 
maintenance of which $7.000.000 are 
expended annually, and In 
,whlch 


nearly one-fourth of the en Ire popula- 
tion of the state are receiving Instruc- 
tion for not less than seven months 
each year.Work not Political 


It Is the only state office 


constructive nnd organizing 
This work must be carried on con- 
tinuously and intelligently In crder 
that the school system may keep pace 
In Improvement with changing con- 
ditions, nnd with tho necessities of 
the people. The state superintendent 
Is called upon for Information and 
advice In all matters relating 
to 


school legislation, and to the admin- 
istration of the schools laws. 
His 


various duties bring him Into close 
official .relations with people of all 
uolltlcal 
opinions, and In matters 


• which should be decided .without ref- 


erence to political bias. 
Take Office Out of Politics 


Of all tho offices in the state gov. 


ernment. It Is the one that should be 
entirely free from political Influence 
or bias. 
For this reason this ofilcer 


should be chosen because of his prof- 
eslsonal and 
administrative ability 


In educational work and not because 
of his political belief. 
This office 


should bo put upon the same plane 
as the judiciary, where men are elec 
ted on account of their fitness, nni 
at tho spring election, when no pol 
Hlcal isues divide parties. 


The proposed amendment alms 
t< 


take this office out of politics by put 
ting the election In the spring, a 
the same time the judges are elected 


Should be Qualified 


Tho amendment gives the leglsla 


ture.the power to fix tho qualification 
as well as tho powers duties and com 
pe'nsatlon 
of tho state superintend 


cnt 
The state superintendent ought 


to be required to have educational 
qualifications while by the present 
law he Is not even required to hold a 
third grade certificate, consequently 
It is impossible for a man to occupy 
this high position and Issue certifi- 
cates to high school teachers 
and 


county superintendents when ho him- 
self could not qualify as cither. 


Beginning of Term 
The amendment also provides that 


the state superintendent shall enter 
upon the duties of his office at the 
opening of tho school year. 
At the 


present time he comes Into office at 
the same time the legislature 
con- 


venes with no experience In the an 
ministration of schools laws 
nnd 


perhaps with little or no knowledge 
at the laws in existence or any defin 
Ito Ideas as to needed changes In the 
laws. 
Under he finds himself un 


able to give Information or advice to 
members of the legislature on mat 


ers pertaining to .education. 
The 


provision regarding the election of all 
>ther officers of supervision of public 
nstrucllon Is exactly what Is done In 
he case of all other officers, state 
or local wnlch are not constitutional 
offices. 


For State Interests 
Supt. Harvey who Is conceded to 


be Wisconsin's 
leading 
educator, 


places emphasis on the fact that the 
proposed amendment is In no sense 
a political measure and ho urges up- 
on the people that a favorable vote Is 
of tho most vital Importance to the 
educational Intersts of the state. As 
proof of the fact that It Is not 
a 


political or partisan movement, the 
following bit of history ought to bo 
conclusive evidence. 
Of the 
one 
hundred nnd thirty-three members of 
the legislature, but two voted against 
It In 1899 and In 1901 but three vot- 
ed against It.

As most people now 
• understand, 


the anthracite coal strike Is not so 
much the product ot exceptional con- 
ditions surrounding tho mining of an- 
thracite coal as It Is the'development 
of the principle of organized labor 
and Its application In this country. 
To anyone who takes the trouble to 
look a little below the surface 
of 


things'. It must bo clear thnt there 
Is a tendency towards organization of 
labor In this country at least 
as 


strong as tho tendency towards con- 
centration of capital. 
For three 
or 


four years, combinations and consol- 
idations have abuorbed all the atten- 
tion of financiers, and Immense pro- 
gress has been made towards for com- 
pact organization of capital. 
The 


tendency on the part of labor to or- 
ganize In similar fashion has 
been 


less evident, but not less strong. The 
recent strike really results from 
a 


carefully thought out plan of the Un- 
ited Ino Workers' leaders to estab- 
lish the domination of their union 
over the anthracite fields. By the 
Intervention of the president. 
the 


•whole thing has become a matter of 
national Importance, and tho eyes of 
tho country are now fastened upon 
the contending parties In recognition 
of the fact that they represent pro- 
tagonists In a struggle between high- 
ly organized capital and-Wgly organiz- 
ed labor. 
Two points stand out upon which 


the party as a whole must sooner or 
later pass Judgment directly or In- 
directly If there Is to be 
anything 


*• like a settlement of permanence be- 


tween organized labor and organiz- 
ed capital. 
The first of these Is tho 


right of free labor. 
Will tho people 


of tho United States recognize the 
right of organized labor to prevent 
the non-union man from working, or 
•will they recognize the right of tne 
laborer to work and the employerer 
to hire him. whether he be a union 
man or not? 
Upon the answer to 


this depend 
a good many things. If 


a man's right to work for an employ- 
er, or an employer's right to hire 
a man to work for him. is restrict- 
ed by any power other than the state 
It Is clear that he state's guarantee 
.to its citizens of equal rights and 
privileges Is worthless. 
We do not 


see how the people of tills cpuntr> 
can afford to endorse the claim of 
tho union to exclusive right of worl 
without surrendering a large part o 
Its liberty to an organization which 
tnay be wholly Irresponsible and not 
amenable to tho law. 


This brings us to the second point, 


namely, the responsibility of organi- 
zed labor.

Alleges Intimidation. 


Other Irishmen having spoken. Mr. 


Wyndham. lu defense of the govern- 
ment, said Illegal Intimidation must be 
suppressed; and, although he disliked 
to uso military terras, he declared that 
"pending the settlement of peace be- 
tween tho contending forces the fight- 
ing must go on,1' a statement which ex- 
cited a fresh outburst, tho nationalist 
members shouting "a foolish observa- 
tion," and "we accept the challenge," 
etc.
